HUSBAND USED A 
CUN ON HALSTEAD 


Charles Reid Kills a Cousin of 
Murat Halstead in Macon, 


—— 


INSULT TO HIS WIE ALLEGED 


Shooting Occurred Last Night at a Circus 
Performance, 


MRS, REID POINTED OUT THE MAN 


With No Word of Warning Her Hus- 
band Fired on the Offender and 
Killed Him Instantly---He 
Is Now Under 
Arrest. 


Macon, Ga., April 7.—(Special.)—Charles 
Reid, a well-known young man of Macon, 
killed L. W. Halstead, of Atlanta, formerly 
business manager of The Atlanta Commer- 
cial, tonight with a shotgun. The killing 
occurred at the entrance door of Cooper & 
Co.’s circus on First street, opposite the 
city hall, ten minutes to 8 o’clock, a few 
moments before the performance began. 

The canvas was crowded with people at 
the time of the tragedy. 

Reid killed Halstead for insulting his 
wife, Mrs. Alice Garfield Reid. This after- 
noon Mrs. Reid attended the circus with a 
neighbor’s little boy, Jeffry Wood. As they 
were coming out of the circus after the 
performance Halstead, who was standing 
near the entrance door, asked the Iittle 


- fellow how he enjoyed the circus and the 


boy sald “Very well.” Halstead then asked 
Mrs. Reid if she expected to attend the 
performance tonight. “irs. Reid replied: 
“No, my husband works on The Tele- 
graph and I cannot come out at night 


without him.”

“Can I come to your home to see you to- 
night if your husband won't be there?” 

She indignantly answered “No,” and 
Halstead then said: 

*“Can’t I make an appointment with you 
to meet me somewhere tomorrow?” 

Mrs. Reid became highly indignant and 
left the tent crying. She went immediately 
to The Telegraph, where her husband was 
at work, and between sobs told him what 
had happened. Mr. R. 8. Dennington was 
present at the ‘time. This was about 6 
o'clock. 

Reid Secures His Shotgun. 

Reid was deeply outraged at the insult 
given his wife and resolved to avenge it. 
He told his wife to go with him to the 
circus and point out Halstead. 

Dennington accompanied them at Reid’s 
request as a witness to whatever might 
transpire. Halstead was not at the circus 
when Reid arrived. 

Reid then told his wife to go home and 
he would get her brother, Jerry Garfield, 
to bring her to the circus tonight, so she 
could point Halstead out to -:him. 

Reid also went to his home, at 419 Ross 
street, got his double-barreled hammerless 
gun, loaded it with No. 6 shot and went 
down to the circus to await the arrival of 
his wife and her brother. They came at 
ten minutes to § o’cleck and entered the 
tent, Reid following immediately behind 
them with his gun. 

Halsted was standing just inside the door 
selling reserved seat tickets. Mrs. Reid 
pointed to him and said to her husband: 
“That’s the man.” Reid asked, “Are you

HANNA’S FALL FORESHADOWED 


Many Politicians Now in Washington 
Will Soon Have To Leave. 


PROMISED PROSPERITY NOT HERE YET 


McKinley Tariff Bjll Is About the 
Only Agset in the Republican 
Treasury Now. 


Washington, April 7.—48pecial.)—The 
elections just held im Ohio have 
been made so conspicuous as a 
real importance, as well as their real 
defeat for Mark Hanna that their 
effect, has not been generally appreciated. 
Mark is the first victim, but he is not by 
any ‘means the only mourner. The verdict 
of the votes which cuts short his senatorial 
career and threatens to sign his political 
death warrant has written on the wall a 
writing which has caused something more 
than consternation in the republican camp. 
The passing of ‘Hanna, as a solitary event, 
would create some amusement, some sor- 
row and a good deal of joy in the souls of 
the republican leaders—the increase of 70 
per cent in the democratic vote has brought 
nothing but anguish and terror. 

The entanglements and chicanery of office 
seeking and tl® wrangle of many-sided re- 
publican imterests over thé new tariff: bill. 
had so clouded the political atmosphere that 
most people had forgotten thaf elections 
were going to be held either in Ohio or any- 
where else. The announcement of the re- 
sult, therefore, was a surprise to the repub- 
licans, as well as a body blow. To the dem- 
ocrats it was a surprise and an unmixed 
delight, and, now that both sides have read 
and digested the news, the handwriting on 
the wall already mentioned stands out more 
prominently and in bolder relief. 

The returns show an apologetic spirit on 
the part of Ohio voters, and that the apol- 
ogy is general and not local may be assum- 
ed without question, because in all previous 
campaigns and administrations such straws 
have shown clearly which way the wind was 
blowing. The democratic party is getting 
together. ‘Those foolish virgins who car- 
ried no oil in their lamps when Mr. Bryan 
was running for president, amd who were 
induced either to vote for Mr. McKinley or 
to support the platform adopted at the In- 
dianapolis convention, are getting back 
where they belong. 

That honest democracy is im the ascend- 


epcy has been known by all close observ- 


ers of public events for many days, but it 
has remained for the,people of Ohio, and of

In Ohio a republican plurality Of nearly 
20,000 votes has been changed into a demo- 
cratic plurality of 7,320. Chicago, which 
gave McKinley the biggest majority in its 
political history, has elected a democratic 
mayor—democratic in all that the good 
old word implies, and by a record break- 
ing vote. 

—. Ohio and Chicago think, so thinks 
the coaintry. The republican administration, 
2 little over a month old, has been told as 
plainly as the ballot box can speak that it 
has not fulfilled the reasonable expectations 
of the people. This in itself is not a matter 
of vital importance, because all political 
parties are compelled to face a more or less 
discontented and disappointed public after 
election, but in this instanee the party in 
power is absolutely and hopelessly unable 
to cope with the adverse condition.

General Rivera was captured after being 
wounded in a recent battle and it was 
feared for a time that he would be execut- 
ed by the Spanish authorities for his par- 
ticipation in the rebellion. 


WANTS MONEY FOR THE COURTS 


Attorney General McKenna Appeals 
for an Appropriation. 

Washington, April 7.—Attorney General 
McKenna has written a letter to the senate 
committee on resolutions representing the 
necessity for an iminediate appropriation 
to meet the expenses of the spring terms 
of the federal courts throughout the coun- 
try. He says that unless an appropriation 
is made the transaction of business will 
be seriously embarrassed and the judges 
compelled to adjourn court unless the 
practice, with all its accustomed abuses, 
of issuing certificates is resorted to. 

He suggests the passage of a joint reso- 
lution as an emergency measure appropri- 
ating $455,000.

Oconee County Judge Says No Man Can 
Keep Liguor for His Own. Use. 


WICKER BODY SUSTAINS DECISION 


Quart Flask Without Seal of State Dis- 
penser on It Makes Its Owner a 


Criminal, Even if He Proves 
It Was Not for 
| Sale. 


Columbia, 8. C., April 7.—(Special.)—The 
South Carolina and United States supreme 


courts are in conflict. 

The state court is formed of four mem- 
bers. If the members divide evenly on an 
appeal the lower court is sustained. By 
reason of an equally divided court the su- 
preme court has rendered a decision to 
the effect that a man cannot keep two 
and one-half gallons of whisky in his house 
for his own personal use without the com- 
missioners’ stamp upon it, and not lay 
himself Hable to criminal prosecution under 
the dispensary law. 

The decision was rendered in the case 
of Anderson Chastain, and the judgment 
df the court below stands affirmed. 

Chief Justice McIver and Associate Jus- 
tice Gary have filed very strong opinions 
against sustaining the finding of the lower 
court, 

Justice Jones files fhe opinion on the 
other side, in which Associate Justice Pope 
coneurs. | 
. Chief Justice McIver, in his eopinion, 
states that from the testimony. the state 
constables. found in the dwelling house, 
while defendant was absent, a three gallon 
jug, containing about two gallons of corn 
whisky, which was seized, because there 
were no stamps upon it from the state 
commissioner. There was no testimony to 
show that the whisky wus for sale or any 
unlawful purpose, or that the defendant 
had .ever sold whisky. On the contrary, 
the defendant stated that he had obtained 
the whisky about three weeks previously for 
his own personal use, and for no other 
purpose, because he was tn bad helath and 
needed it; that he had never sold any 
whisky, and could not tell how much of it 
he had used before it was seized. It: was 
admitted that the whisky had not been 
bought from a dispensary and it had no 
stamps on it. :He concluded by saying: 

“A very careful consideration of this case 
in all its aspects leads inevitably to the 
conclusion that the grounds ‘of appeal 
must be sustained. Inasmuch as this opin- 


ion was originally prepared by the recent 
decision of the supreme court of the United 


States in Donald versus Seott, 163 
United States 68, as announced, I desire 


to avail myself of the opportunity now pre- 
sented of adding that it se¢ms to be ab- 
sclutely necessary to adopt the conclusion. 
which I-have reached in order to avoid a 
conflict with the decision of the supreme 
court of the United States, which it must 
be conceded is a final arbiter of all ques- 
tions involving a constriction of the con- 
stitution of the United States.”’ : 

Justice Gary, in his opinion Hae. 
with the opinion of the chief justice, after 
reviewing the facts of the case and quot- 
ing several sections of the dispesary law 
applicable to the case, says: 

“The act contemplated that there would 
necessarily be some time after the liquor 
came into possession of the person for his

And Atlanta, in spite of the beauty of 
Peachtree street, could never be really a 
great city without McPherson boulevard. 
If you doubt this go out on the boulevard 
on any afternoon when the sun is shining— 
Sunday preferred—and take in with your 
own eyes the scene which the artist has 
presented on the top of this page. The 
ehief charm of boulevards is their democ- 
racy, and Atlanta's, although it is not a 
month old yet, is eve™ more democratic 
than the Chicago platform.

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TRYING 70 HAVE 
A RECEIVER NAMED 


Stockholders of the Equitable Loan and 
Security Company in Court. 


MISMANAGEMENT IS CHARGED 


Parties at Interest Declare That It Is 
ea Lottery Scheme. 


OFFICIALS HAVE NOT BEEN HEARD FROM 


The Directors Will Put in Their Evi- 
dence Today—They Say That the 
Company Is Sound. 


One of the flercest legal battles ever waged 
in the Fulton superior court is now in 
Progress before Judge Lampkin. 

It is a hearing on the petition brought 
by McMillan and others for a receiver for 
the Equitable Loan and Security Company. 

The officers and a number of sharehold- 
ers are making strenuous efforts to- 
ward keeping the concern out of the 
clutches of a court officer, and have em- 
ployed attorneys, who are instructed to 
fight the receivership to the end. 

The plaintiffs in the case are equally de- 
termined that the company’s assets shall 
be taken in charge by a receiver and dis- 
bursed through a court of equity, as they 
claim that im this way only will their 
rights be protected. 

The petition for receiver was brought 
some time ago, and it was alleged that 
the Equitable Loan and Security Company 
Was totally insolvent and that the concern 
had been mismanaged. The petition did 
not ask for the immediate appointment 
of a receiver, but merely prayed that the 
defendant be e¢ited to show cause why a 
receiver and injunction should not be grant- 
ed. An order to this effect was signed by 
Judge Lumpkin, and the officers of the 
defendant company were temporarily res- 
trained from encumbering the company’s 
property or assets, or from in anywise al- 
tering the existing condition of affairs, 
except through the transaction of ordinary 
daily” business, eee 

The case came up for a hearing Monday 
morning and the trial will no doubt con- 
sume the remainder of the present week. 
During the daily sessions of the trial the 
superior courtroom presents a busy scene. 

‘The inner circle or Inclosure set aside for 
the use of attorneys is filled with finter- 
ested counsel, while the tables are piled 
high with books of the defendant com- 
pany and of the various legal authorities 
so often referred to. ,

Cc. Peeples. ~

endeavor to secure a receivership for the 
Equitable. The evidence of the cqmplain-_ 
ing stockholders is all in, and the defense

Tt has been brought out by the plaintiffs 
during the course of the trial from the 
minute book of the defendant company that 
the Equitable Loan and Security Company 
Jjeas organized in May, 18%, with a capital 
steck of $2,500, of which only 40 per cent, 
or $1,000, has ever been paid in. Part of 
this amount, it is alleged, was paid in 
office furniture. 

The plaintiffs allege and claim to have 
shown by the books of the company that 
in the neighborhood of $250,000 has been 
paid into its coff by certificate holders, 
and that the ets of the concern now 
amount to only between $125,000 and $150,000, 
of which it is claimed $15,000 is in the form 
of unsecured personal accounts against 
various parties who, ft is believed, are 
absolutely insolvent. 

It is also claimed by the petitioning 
stockholders that the minute books of the 
company fail to show where any of its 
officers have given the slightest bond and 
that they are receiving salaries which 
amount to $25,000 or $30,000 per year. 

_ it is further contended by the plaintiffs 
that the minute books show that in No- 
vember, 1896, the directors voted to them- 
selves back salartes for several months, 
amounting to $2,000. 

The agents of the company, it is claimed, 
assured certificate holders, when their sub- 
“scriptions were taken, that the corporation 
would begin to redeem the stock within six 
months’ time, according to a multiple table 
printed on the back of each certificate. 
They further assured the purchasers that 
they would receive from two to three times 
as much as had been invested. 

Mr. A. L. Waldo, the well-known. ac- 
cougtant and expert, was placed on the 
stand and his testimony showed \that the 
directors had apparently expended out of 
the fund derived from class A certificates 
$2,000 more for expenses than was contain- 
ed in the fund collected for that purpose, 
and that $8,000 had been expended from the

It is contended by the complaining par- 
ties that the HEquitable’s echeme was a 
lottery and impossible of performance, ac- 
cording to the terms of the certificates. 

The defense will have its innings from 
now until the conclusion of the hearing and 
the directors claim that all their trans- 
actions, and those of the officers, were in 
line with the proper management of the 
concern, and that the company is still in 
a sound financial condition.

Halstead simply gave a muffled kind of 
groan, whirled on his feet and fell flat 
on his face dead. He was killed instantly.

! The entire load penetrated the left breast, 
entering the heart and making @ large - 


hole. 

The report of the gun rang through the 
tent, and for a mament no one realized 
that a man had been killed. Reid’s wife 
and her brother were standing near when 
the fatal shot was fired, 

Mrs. Reid was weeping, but Reld was 
very cool. He made no attempt whatever 


to get away, and stood with the gun in 


his hand until the police officers reached 
him. He told them why he had killed 
Halstead and said: 


“My wife did her duty in telling of the. 


insult to her, and now 1 have done mine 
in killing him.” 

. Reid went with the officers quietly to the 
barracks, where he was,locked up. The 
corpse was taken to police headquarters 
to await the coroner’s inqtest. Reid re- 
mained gelf-possessed the entire while. 
Reid is about thirty-two years old, and 
a prominent member of the Typographical 
Union, 

He is related to the Reids, of Eatonton, 
and came to Macon from there’ several 
years ago. He married Miss Alice Garfield 
about two years ago. She is exceedingly 
pretty and graceful, Disinterested eye 
witnesses testified that Halstead was in- 
sulting in his marner to Mrs. Reid this af- 
ternoon at the circus and was seen to wink 
and smile at her. Halstead joined Cooper’s 
circus at Columbus on March 16th and 
went under the name of J. H. Howard. 
Papers on his person showed that as J. H. 
Howard he was the advance agent of the 
American Amusement Syndicate and Free 
Carnival Company. On his person was al- 
so a letter from his wife, Mrs..W. L. Hal- 
stead, written from Clarkston, Ga., April 
5th, to her husband and addressed to him 
at Macon. She told him in the letter that 


she had recently moved there from White- | 


hall street, Atlanta, Ga., as she could live 
cheaper. Halstead seemed to be about 
thirty-five years. old. Mr. C. T. Bunch, of 
Atlanta, identified Howard a3 Halstead 
tonight and said he was with him this af- 
ternoon. 

The coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
justifiable homicide. 


Halstead came to Atlanta about: three 


months ago from the northwest. He had 
splendid letters of recommendation from 
-& number of prominent newspaper men of 


‘the north and west, and he was here but 


a short timé.before he secured @ place.on 
The Daily. Commercial. as advertising so- 
licitor. He displayed good newspaper qual- 


ities and in a short time was made busi-. 


néss manager of the paper. 

He was a man of very pleasant and hap- 
py disposition and rapidly won friends 
among the people he met. He al- 
ways conducted himself in a very gentle- 
manly manner and was never known to be 
guilty of an indiscretion here. 

The dead man is a cousin of the famous 
Murat Halstead. He carried a letter of 
recommendation from the noted journalist 
and 'two months ago when Murat Halstead 
was here to lecture, the deceased called on 
him and spent a very pleasant hour or two 
with his relative.

DR. BERNARD’S RESOLUTION IN 
BESENT SESSION. 


Author Wants the University on the 
the Highest Possible Plane 
Attainable. : 


Athens, Ga., April 7.—The resolutions in- 
troduced by Rev. H. R. Bernard, of 
Athens, in the recent Georgia Baptist con- 
vention have not been fully reported, but 
they will be at once seen to mark out an 
interesting moyement in educational 
circles.

afional colleges in Georgia are 
endeared to the people, are doing a good 
work and should be aided in that work by 
f.i the people; that as all legislation on 
educational matters affects them more or 
less it would be better to bring about a 
harmonious adjustment of educational af- 
fairs throughout the medium of wise legis- 
lation rather than progressive antagonism; 
that all legislation should protect these 
colleges and not injure them. 

The resolutions declare absolutely against 
anything savoring of union of ehurch and 
state. They suggest that as far as may 
be deemed wise and practicable the curri- 


cula of the different institutions be made 


as distinct as possible in order to avoid 
any friction, this to apply to theology as 
well as all other departments. 

It tls suggested that it would be well for 
the curriculum of the University of Geor- 
gia to be made of the highest grade as to 
professional, technical, industrial and 
scientific departments. 

The resolutions are not against the state 
university in any way, but are intended 
to plead for the upbuilding of the denomi- 
national colleges. They are intended to 
help all the institutions,of learning and to 


hurt none. 


These resolutions have been referred to 


a strong committee consisting of Dr. J. H. 
Hall, of Newnan; Dr. Henry McDonald, of 


Atlanta; Dr. W. W. Landrum, of Atlanta; 
Dr. G. A. Nunnally, of LaGrange, and 
Rev. H. R. Bernard, of Athens, and will 
come up for discussion at the next ‘session 
of the Georgia Baptist convention.

The news comes from Perry that Judge 
Felton has admitted Joe Brown Irby to bail 
in the sum of $1,000.

Irby killed Richard H. Clark. Captain W. 
C. Davis represented Irby as attorney. The 
evidence at the hearing before Judge Fel- 
ton yesterday developed the fact that last 
Sunday evening Clark, accompanied by 
Winn and Middilebrooks, went out to Irby’s. 
home in the country, four miles, arriving 
there late in the afternoon, and found Irby 
away from home, but he came in a few 
minutes later, when Irby invited them to 
Stay to supper, as it was raining, and they 
consented to do so. After they got up to 
leave, Clark and Irby had some words 
about a misunderstanding about two weeks 
before, and as Winn and Middlebrooks got 
to the door they heard the snap of a pistol. 
Looking around they saw Clark trying to 
shoot Irby, Irby at that time stooping over 
looking into his trunk, with his back to 
Clark. When the pistol of Clark snapped 
he tried it again and his pistol fired at irby 
the bail passing over his head. Instantiy 
irby whevied and fired two shots at Clark 
One taking effect near the right coilar bone 
aud ranging down toward the heart. 
Clark wes sitting in his chair when he 
fired at Irby, and never got up out of his 
seat, dying !mmediately. Irby, Winn and 
Middlebrooks locked the house, Irby being 
the only one living there and keeping bach- 
elor’s hall, and came to Perry, arriving 
there about 1 o'clock in the morning, when 
Irby gave himself up to the sheriff. This is 
about the statement made by both wit- 
nesses and also by irby.

Water Is Returning to the River and 
Levees May Not Hold. 


VICKSBURG GAUGE IS HIGHER | 


Tnfluence of the Water’s Action Great- 
ly Felt There. 


LOUISIANIANS REALIZE THE DANGER 


Double Efforts Being Made To 
Strengthen All the Weak Places. 
Trains Running Again. 


Memphis, April 7.—The supreme test of 
the levees south of Vicksburg and Arkan- 
sas City is fast approaching. The river at 
Vicksburg has_been falling for some days 
on account of the gush of waters from the 
main channel through the crevasse above 
into the Yaz0o delta. This water is again 
returning to the channel through the 
mouth of the Yazoo river and its influence 
is being felt at Vicksburg, where the gauge 
is higher. Within a few days the crest of 
the rise will be opposite Vicksburg and the 
channel will continue to deepen unless the 
levees break. ! ' 

The Louisiana people keenly realize the 
gravity of the situation. Material and men 
are being hurried forward and the efforts 
have been doubled. The news of the action 
of the national congress in appropriating 
a large sum for the relief of the sufferers 
was gratefully received here and the 
prompt action is especially commented 

The river at Memphis is slowly failing 
and the gauge at Cairo shows a gratifying 
decline. : 

For the first time in four weeks the 
Karsas City, Memphis and Fort Scott rail- 
road sent its trains out over the lime pass- 
ing through the St. Francis basin. 

The citizens’ relief committee stated to- 
night that its request for funds is with- 
drawn. 


RIVER RISES TWENTY-SIX FEET. 


Water Came Up at Rate of Fifteen 
Inches an Hour at Clarksdale. 

Clarkesdale, Miss., April 7.—Since yester- 
day afternoon the Sunflower river has risen 
at this point twenty-six feet and is now 
thirteen feet from the top of the bank 
along the town front. 

The flood wave reached here about 5 
o’clock a. m., rising three feet per hour. 
By 8 o’clock the iron county bridge was 
swept away and at 12 o’clock the rate of 
rise was fifteen inches per hour. It was 
reduced to eight inches per hour at 7 p. m. 

A rapid rise is expected to continue 
through the night. Every house in the town 
remained closed all day and every man and 
boy went to work throwing up a levee, 
which is now well under way. 

The damage to houses and fences in the 
lowlands has beeti great, but so far no 
stock or lives have been lost in this neigh- 
borhood. | 
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TOWN CUT OFF FROM ALL POINTS 


Entire Country on Arkansas Side Is 
Now Flooded. 

Friars Point, Miss., April 7.—The breaks 
at the different places above have lessened 
the water in the river, but the back water 
is slowly coming up, The entire county 
back of here is under water and the town 
is cut off from all points. ' 

Coahoma, six miles north, is entirely un- 
der water. Many people are here from 
the back country. 

This place is still dry, 
completely surrounded, 

The entire country on the opposite side 
of fre river, in Arka§sas, is flooded and 
much suffering is being experienced by the 
people. 


HELENA HAS 3,000 SUFFERERS. 


Committee Asks for a Portion of Funds 
for Immediate Use.

ably apportioned. The chairman has not 
replied. 

The committee’s explanation of the ap- 
parent injustice in the distribution ts that 
each of the candidates for mayor was en- 
titled to one representative in each ward 
and each of the candidates for alderman 
was entitled to a representative in the 
ward from which he was aspiring, and that 
the representatives chosen by the candi- 
dates for aldermen happened to be all 
Clisby men. The committee insists that it 
is not their fault, but the Screws faction 
claim that it is a remarkable coincidence 
and does their candidate great injustice. 

The Screws supporters are also complain- 
ing of the fact that seven of the officers 
of the present city administration have 
been selected as officers of the election. 


IT WAS A PERFECT DAY. 


Yesterday Was an Ideal Day, a Fore- 
taste of Summer. 

Fair, pleasant weather prevailed in sec- 
tions to the eastward of the Miss.ssippi dur- 
ing yesterday, except along the lower lakes, 
where some light showers occurred.

IN BUSINESS HERE MANY YEARS 


: es Be Manufactured Furniture—Of Late

It was about 11 o’clock 
when he decided to return home. 

Mr. Trowbridge was an unusually active 
and vigorous man in his prime. He came

It is-mleged-that—they.made vietims of. 

ficers of the Eden Park cotton mills, 
of uglasville. Colonel Joe James, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the cotton mills 
company, statéd yesterday that he would 
be likely to institute immediate proceed- 
ings against them. 

The alleged offense is said to have been 
perpetrated about a year ago. Colonel 
James stated that Beidler came to him 
some time in February or March of last 
year and wanted to insure the Eden Park 
cotton mills. Colonel James told him he 
had been having a great deal of trouble 
in keeping insurance on the mills on ac- 
count of the building being constructed 
with the engine and boiler under the mills, 
which were kept full of highly infla ninable 
“material at all times. He says he told Beid- 
ler that four old line insurance companies 
‘Ihad canceled the insurance policies held 
in their companies in two weeks. 

He charges that Beidler said that the 
fae: that the engine was under the mills 
woulda make no difference with the compa- 
nies he represented. He offered to insure 
the mills from that moment in the follow- 
ing companies, of which he said that he 
and Price were Atlanta agents: The United 
States American Fire Association, the 
Firemen’s National Fire Association of 
America, the Southern Fire, the Chemical 
National Fire Association, the American 
Union Fire Association and Lloyds’ Under- 
writers. 

Beidler is said to have represented that 
-‘all of these companies were large and 
responsible insurance companies of New 
York. He persuaded Colonel James to take 
$25,000 worth of insurance on the cotton 
mills with the companies, and in a short 
time he sent the mill people insurance pol- 
icies in the different companies amounting 

in all to $25,000. Colonel James gave a 
gphort time note to secure the payment 
of the first. premiums. When the note 
Came due it was paid by the Eden Park 
Company. The first premiums paid to Price 
and Beidler amounted to $812.50. 

Colonel James made every effort to locate 
the companies, put failed.

{PLANS CHEAP PAVING] 


Mayor Collier Has a New Idea on 
Street Improvement. 


TO WORK ON 1 THE SIDE STREETS 


Proposes To Pave Them with High 
Grade Material at Small Cost to ~ 
eee: Cone 


Mayor Collier has another new plan on 
foot for paving the residence streets at a 
surprisingly small cost, which, if carried 
into effect, would be one. of the longest 
steps the city has taken toward advance- 
ment in some time, : 

While the plan is not exactly original 
with the mayor, it f# one which he decided- 
ly favors for Atlant& and may attempt to 
have the council adopt it before many 
moons. 

Mr. Collier realizes the best way to lessen 
the mud and dust on finely paved main 
thoroughfares is to improve the neglected 
side streets. This would fot only improve 
the center of the city but would bulid up 
the suburbs by the enhancement of real 
estate, and would furnish the city with 
many magnificent driveways. 

According to Mayor Collier’s figures, the 
paving would not cost more than {1 a front 
foot to the property owner, or about $50 for 
& 50-foot lot, based on the street being sixty 
feet in width. The city, of course, pays 
one-third, and the property owners on each 
side of the street the other two-thir.is. 

Paving Would Be Asphalt. 

“One would naturally suppose from chese 
figures the contemplated paving would ke a 
cheap cobble stone, such as has adorned 
Forsyth street for yeats. But this is not 
true. On the contrary, it would be asphit, 
and would make Atlanta’s suburbs look 
like those of some larger cities where this 
system has been adopted. 

In speaking of his new scheme yesterday 
afternoon, Mayor Collier said: 

‘My plan its simply this. Take for in- 
stance a sixty-foot street. Pave an eight- 
een-foot center roadway with asphalt. On 
each side of the road lay two and one-half 
feet of gutter, made of rough stones on 
edges. There is now eighteen and one-half 
feet left on each side of the street. Be- 
ginning at the building line, three feet of 
space is left between the fence and the 
five-foot sidewalk; and then between the 
sidewalk and the gutter lay ten and one- 
half feet of gravel or sod, which may be 
left open or set with trees, either giving a 
very artistic effect. 

“I have figured very closely on the plan 
and have found that the paving could be 
laid for about $1 a front foot to the prop- 
erty Owner, considering the average width 
of Atlanta’s streets. I have no doubt in 
saying there would be very few, if any, 
citizens who would object to paying that 
very reasonable amount for the yreat im- 
provement to their property. 

“Besides, it would give a finish to our 
whole city, if the plan were generally 
adopted. Instead of our suburban mud- 
holes, we would have asphalt, cr brick, 
which. would come much cheaper. You ro- 
tice this does away with the curbing en the 
sidewalks, which would also be a great sav- 
ing. 

‘The plan was suggested to me by the last 
issue of “City. Government,”’ a monthly 
magazine. devoted to all practical affairs in 
municipalities, published in New York. It 
is the very best remedy to bring out the 
side streets I have ever seen, and if edopt- 
ed here; would, I thing, work wondertut 
results.’’ 


HARRY HILL COMES HOME. 


Talks of His New Appointment to The 
Constitution’s Augusta Man. 
Harry Hill, the newly appointed super- 
visor of the Northeastern railway, !s back 

from New York. 

He passed through Augusta yesterday 
on his way to his farm in Oglethorpe 
county before going to Athens to assume 
his duties on April 15th, when his ace 
ment goes into effect. 

Harry Hill read the interview in etter. 
day’s Constitution with Mr. Dooly, man- 
Mger of the road, and said of course he had 
nothing to do with Mr. Richards’s fail- 
ure to consult Mr. Dooly about his appoint- 
ment, and it certainly did not behoove him, 
@ new appointee, whose commission had not 
yet’ gone into effect, to criticise other offi- 
cers of the road. 

Mr. Hill was asked if there was anything 
in the suggestion that Mr. Dooly had been 
superseded as general manager. 

“IT certainly am not the one to answer 
such a question,” said he. “I only know 
that I hold a commission ffom Mr. E. A. 
Richards, who, as sole lessee of the road, 
certainly has the authority to appoint, as 
supervisor of the road, dating from April 
15th. and on that date I shall assume my 
duties. I have nothing to do with the re- 
tirement or retention of other officials. Mr. 
Richards has already done so, perhaps, or 
certainly will in due time apprise Mr. 
Dooly of his action in appointing me.”’ 

“What are your duties as supervisor? 

“The tite of the position carries with it 
a suggestion of its duties—the supervision 
of the roadbed, bridges, working force, etc., 
of the line. My headquarters will be at 
Athens and along the line of the road. I 
Have had considerable experience in rail- 
roading, and my tastes are in that line 
I shall devote myself to the business and 
spare no effort to redeem the past and 
prove myself, in some measure at least, 
deserving of the confidence and the kindly 
encouragement that has been extended to 
me by mv friends.” 

Mr. Hill fs looking well after his trip to 
New York, and says Mr. Richards seems to 
have everything as hé wants it in New 
York. The people of Georgia are sure to 
see the road from Athens to Atgusta 
built, said he. and the Tennessee, Georgia 
and Atlantie railroad is bound to come.

HE WORKED A SMOOTH SCHEME

The grand jury found two true bills 
against John Skelton, coloted, of Fulton 
county, yesterday. 

One of the indictments was for forgery 
and the other was for using the malls for 
fraudulent purposes. 

If all that is charged against Skelton is 
true, he is very shrewd negro indeed. It is 
alleged that the negro devised a very slick 


ey. Chastain is a white man, living in 
some north Georgia county.

It is charged that he obtained certain

He also opened a 
eorrespondence with the real son-in-law and 
signed himself as Chastain just to put him 
off the track if he should receive any let- 
ters from Chastain that he did not under- 
stand. Some time after first writing to 
Chastain the negro wrote to his “dear 
father-in-law’ and told him that he had 
suffered the misforitiie to have his icg 
broken in a railway accident. He told in 
the letter that the railroad authorities had 
agreed to compromise and pay him 400 for 
his injuries. He was determined to stick 


them out and get $800, and in the meantime 
he wanted his fathér-ih-law to send him 
sOme money to tide him over until he got 
the money from the raflroad.

“I got one of those fellows’ luring cir- 
culars, and thought I would invest $25 just 
to see how the thing worked. Well, I sent 
the money on and in fifteen days, mind 
you, was notified that I was entitied to a 
dividend of $1.50 om my Httle investment. 
At the same time I. teceived a letter ask- 
ing me to put more money in the scheme, 
and thus make more,profits. 

“I thought this was making money too 
easily, and that there must be something 
wrong. I sat down and wrote the concern 
to return my original investment and divi- 
dend. I received a check for $26.50 and there 
let the matter drop.”’ 

It is now the general belief in New 
York that the attachment sworn out 
against the Dean concern in the name of 
Theodore B. Thompson was merely a blind, 
as no such name as that mentioned can 
be found in the metropolitan directory, nor 
ean the man himself be located. 

Just how much the poor investors will 
lose by the deal is not known precisely, 
but some place the loss 4s high’ as $5,900,000.

Special Committee Will Report 
to Council Today, 


EE 


SPECIAL MEETING IS CALLED 


The Report Will Be the Maln Matter 
To Be Considered, 


WHAT THE CHARGES WILL BE 


Committee Will Ignore Several of the 
Charges in Its Report—Ohief In- 
spector Veal Takes the Mat- 
ter Very Coolly—Will 
Report Today. 


The special committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the charges against Chief Sani- 
tary Inspector Thomas E. Veal will ren- 
der their report to council, which meets 
in special session for this purpose at 3:30 
o'clock this afternoon, 

Notwithstanding the committee positive- 
ly refuses, for reasons best known to them- 
selves, to divulge their decision in the mat- 
ter, The Constitution has gained from a 
perfectly reliable source every detail of 
the charges to be preferred, this being the 
first publication of that important informa- 
tion. 

While the charges of immoral conduct 
hav® been dropped, as well as several other 
sensational features, preferred by Charley 
Joiner, who first set the ball rolling, then 
went off and left it to its mercy, yet the 
committee will bring some spicy allega- 
tions, from which it is fhought Veal will 


‘have some trouble extricating himself. 


According to the report of the committee, 
almost the whole trial will hinge on the 
discrepancies between Waldron’s books at 
the dumping grounds and Veal’s vouchers 
in his office in the Chamber of Commerce. 
The figures show that during the year 1896 
Veal bought 2,400 pounds of bran, 864 pounds 


ef millet, 3,165 pounds of corn, 3,508 pounds | 


of hay and 76,69 pounds of oats, which, 


*“geeoranie tothe books, wWére never re- 
ceived at the dumping grounds. a 
The cOmmittee does not charge Veal 


with dishonesty or of having been in dol- 
lusion with merchants. The_ report will 
read, “According to Waldron’s books, these 


-goods were never received at the dump- 


ing grounds at all.’’ 
The Trial Must Divulge. 
This is all the report will say about 
this feature of the charges. The commit- 


teemen do not claim these goods were not 


received as a result of Veal’s carelessness 
or of his dishonesty. There is a charge 
there, though, plain but unwriften, which 
will have to be proved at the trial. 

Veal was absolutely unable to explain 
this discrepancy when on the stand. He 


‘said Waldron had evidently made the mis- 


take, and that he was not familiar with 


- ‘Waldron’s books, therefore he knew noth- 


ing about it. When placed on the stand, 
Waldron swore positively he weighed and 
tecoyded .every pound of supplies that 
came to the dumping grounds. That is the 
light in which tne matter stands 

The report will also charge Veal with 
incompetency in his office so far as buying 
supplies for his department is concerned. 
They will claim he is not the proper man 
for the place; that the evidence has suf- 
ficiently proved he is not capable of proper- 
ly attending to these duties. 

He will also be accused of negligence, in 


. not paying close attention to the depart- 


ments under him, in not watching the 
weights carefully at the dumping grounds, 
thereby not knowing whether they were 
properly recorded. 

Superintendent Waldron, of the dumping 
grounds, must lose his job. The committee 
will report he is not competent to fill that 
important position. 

Another of the charges against\Veal will 
be that he has allowed Waldron to. buy 
and feed broken-down stock at the city’s 
expense at the stables, thereby taking the 
time of the é¢ity’s employees. 

The. committee will make no recom:nen- 
dations as to where or by what tribunal the 
charges shall be tried. They leave that 
entirely with the dity council, who may 
either conduct the trial itself or demand the 
board of health to do so. 


Sanitary Duties All Right. 
Nothing whatever will be said in the 


report this afternoon derogatory of Chief 
Veal's administration in the sanitnry de- 
partment strictly. The charges will be en- 


tirely confined to his alleged incompetency | 


in buying supplies for the dumping grounda.

ternoon, : 

The result of the hearing was that the 
concern was placed in the hands of Mr. 
John Aldrich, as permanent receiver. 

The action against the company was 
brought by Messrs. Raphael Tuck & Sons, 
together with several other. New York pub- 
lishers, who claim that the book concern 
is indebted to them inthe neighborhood 
of £2,000 on open account. 

The petition for receiver was originally 
brought about by- a chattel: mortgage, 
amounting to $21,851.56, given by the Meth- 
odist Publishing Company in favor of the 
Columbian Book Company in proposed pay- 
ment fora building on Whitehall street.. 
The petitioners claim that their bills 
should be paid in preference to all other 
obligations, and, therefore, asked that a 
receiver be appointed to take charge and 
secure them proper representation. 

When the matter was brought before 
Judge Lumpkin in January, he granted a 
temporary restraining order and cited the 
defendants to show cause why the receiver 
should not be appointed, The case was 
never heard until yesterday, when argu- 
ments were made by counsel representing 
the two principals.. After considering the 
case, the judge appointed Mr. B..B. Crew 
permanent receiver. This gentleman de- 
clined to serve, becouse of his inability 
to give the work proper time and atten- 
tion. 

Mr. John Aldrich was then appointed and 
ordered to take charge of the bogks, ac- 
counts, stock and all the assets of the 
defendant company and to conduct the 
retail business in the usual and ordinary 
manner, employing such help as might be 
needed. 

The receiver was also directed to make 
a full and complete inventory and strte- 
ment of all. the assets and Mabilities and 
file the same within twenty days. Mr. 
Aldrich is to hold the property and fro- 
ceeds of the business subject to the fur- 
ther order of the court, giving bond in the 
sum of $10,000.

CONSOLIDATED GETS PERMIT 


The Company Is Granted Permission 
to Cross Piedmont Avenue. 


WILL ENTER THE EXPOSITION GROUNDS 


Many Small Matters Are Disposed of, 
and All Reports and Petitions 
Referred to Committees. 


The Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany came in for a share of discussion at 
the county commissioners’ meeting yester- 
day. In fact, a greater part of the session 
was taken up with the question of grant- 
ing the company a permit to lay a strip of 
track across Piedmont avenue at the main 
entrance to the exposition grounds, which 
is now leased to the Atlanta Amusement 
Company. 

The permit was finally granted. The re- 
strictions named were mainly on the line 
of abandonment of the tracks, and what 
should be technically termed an abandon- 
ment. 

Commissioner Walter Brown stated that 
the Consolidated had in the past been very 
arbitrary in the matter of complying with 
orders from the commissioners to tear up 
unused tracks, and therefore he wanted 
it explicitly understood that the commis- 
sioners retained the right to order the 
tracks up at any time they might deem ad- 
visable. 

A pretty littl fight was waged over the 
permit and for a time it seemed that the 
board of commissioners were hopelessly 
divided, but finally an agreement was 
reached. ) 

At the meeting were Commissioners For- 
rest Adair, E. B. Rosser, H. E. W. Pal- 
mer, Walter Brown and Clerk Anton L. 
Kontz. 

Commissioners Rosser and Palmer were 
in favor of granting the Consolidated a 
permit to lay the piece of track on the 
simple restriction that they should keep 
the county road adjacent to the proposed 
track in the same condition in which it 
was found. 

Messrs. Adair and Brown were not in- 
clined to be so lenient with the company. 
These gentlemen made the fight for the 
abandonment restriction 
won out. " 

Messrs. Woodruff, of the Consolidated, 
and Caldwell and Peters, of the amuse- 
ment company in control of Piedmont 
park, stated to the commissioners that the 
request for the extension of the track 
was virtually made by the amusement or- 
ganization in its desire to properly ac- 
commodate the traveling and’ amusement 
loving public, who might desire to patron- 
ize the park resort. 

It was explained that by allowing the 
Consolidated to” cross Piedmont avenue 
and enter the grounds, passengers could be 
landed directly at the different buildings 
in the park and af the bicycle coliseum. 
The loop of track would be a connecting 
link with the nine-mile circle and prove 
@ most attractive ride during the hot 
summer months. 

Mr. Woodruff stated that his company 
proposed to do the work only as a favor to 
the amusement company, and that the 
Consolidated was not particularly interest- 
ed either way. 

Mr. Peters for the Consolidated. 

After the Consolidated had been discussed 
rather freely, Mr. Peters exclaimed: 

“Gentlemen, if you want to hit the Con- 
solidated, please don’t do it at this partic- 
ular time. The extension of this track 
means almost life and death to our ven- 
ture, and-we certainly hope you will find it 
convenient to grant the simple request. The 
piece of track outside the grounds will only 
be about forty feet in length.”

The Signs of the Times. 

Our readers have no doubt read with 
interest the result of the municipal 
election in Chicago. The success of the 
democrats was even more overwhelm- 
ing in Chicago than in Cincinnati, and 
the result more significant than the ag- 
gregate of victories in Ohio.

The Springfield Republican calls atten- 
tion to the remarkable attitude of The 
New York Financial Chronicle in the 
effort to ride two horses going in differ- 
ent directions. 

When the steel rail pool was dissolved 
and prices and values in that industry 
collapsed as the result, The Chronicle 
complacently referred to it as “an event 
likely to exercise even a still wider 
and more decided impulse toward a gen- 
eral industrial revival.” 

This seemed to be a very reasonable 
view to take of the matter, but when 
the supreme court decision virtually 
forcing .a dissolution of railway pools 
was announced, the comments of The 
Chronicle were not so complacent. It 
said: 


An event completely unsettling the values 
of railroad securities at the stock exchange, 
and consequently giving more or less of a 
setback to recuperative movements gener- 
ally was the announcement of the decision 
of the United States supreme court, * * * 
This means that rate wars are again a 
threatened outcome of the conditions, and 
that, of course, signifies that this great 
carrying industry is once more to be con- 
demned to a state of unprofitableness.

A Reformed Reformer. 

Hon. Washington Hesing was the can- 
didate of the bolting democrats for 
mayor of Chicago. After having served 
as postmaster of Chicago during the last

This means that on a ba- 
sis of a total yote of 260,000, I am absolute- 
ly sure of getting between 90,000 and 100,000. 
Mr. Sears cannot possibly poll more than 
70,000, while Mr. Harrison will poll about 
the same number and Mr. Harlan will get 
somewhere near 30,000 votes. 

Unless I have diagnosed the situation in- 
correctly, I am satisfied that a quiet, form- 
erly called vest-pocket vote, will be cast 
that will astonish the citizens of Chicago. 
Party lines have beem absolutely cast aside. 


The citizens want a business man and bus-. 


iness principles introduced into the city hall.

Defense Will Be the Men Had No Op- 
portunity To Know the Rules, 


AUSTIN AND WILLCOXON WILL SPEAK 


Expected That the Hearing Will Be 
Brought to an End Saturday. 
Yesterday’s Evidence Not 
Startling---Making 
Good Progress. 


Twenty-six members of the Atlanta Ar- 
tillery were put on trial before the court- 
martial yesterday, and after holding three 
tedious sessions the hearing of evidenc 
{in the case was finished. | 
This morning Major Willcoxon and Col- 
onel Austh, who have both done hard 
work in the cases, will leave testimony and 
resort to oratory. 

The court jis doing all it possibly can 
to hasten the work in which it is engaged, 
and does not lose a moment unnecesarily. 
It has finished the trial of the men earlier 
than was expected, and it now looks as jf 
the court will have completed its work 
by next Saturday. 

When the court convened 
morning the twenty-six men were placed 
on trial. Most of the evidence that had 
been introduced in the case against Ser- 
geant Thurman was introduced against 
them, and nothing of a very startling 
nature was developed. 

All the interest in the court now centers 
on the case of Captain Kempton, the trial 
of which will be commenced this after- 
noon, if the attorneys complete their ar- 
gument in time. A great portion of the evi- 
dence already introduced has been against 
Captain Kempton, and his answer to the 
charges will be awaited with interest. 

His trial will be the feature of the en- 


tire sitting ofthe court, and will preba- 


bly attract more attention. Captain Kemp- 
ton has never given out what his defense 
will be, and it will come in the shape of 
something new. The court has heard so 
much repetition of old evidence that it 
will probably greet with pleasure anything 
that seems to be new and has not already 
been related, 

Last night when a number of the accused 
were placed on the stand to make their 
statements it was developed by Major Will- 


*“coxon that the men had never been given 


@ proper opportunity to learn the regula- 
tions governing the military forces of the 
State, and had not been furnished with a 
copy of these regulations. 

Their defense was that they had not com- 
mitted a wrong in signing a petition be- 
cause they understood it had been cus- 
tomary to do this in the battery when it 
was desired to get rid of an officer, and be- 
cause they were not aware at the time that 
they were violating the regulations.

AFTERNOON SESSION, - 


The afternoon session of the courtmartial 
lasted only about half an hour. It was 
called to order at 3 o’clock and it soon de- 
veloped that the introduction of evidence 
could not continue until the attorneys in 
the case had read over the records, 

Major Wilicoxon announced that he had 
very little more evidence for the defense 
and thought if he was given a chance to 
read over the record it would not be nec- 
essary for him to introduce new witnesses 
except on one feature of the case,* This 
was that portion of the testimony of Citi- 
zen Hatchett, in which he stated that the 
members of the Atlanta Artillery went into 
the matter -with thelr eyes open, knew 
the regulations and knew they were sub- 
ject to courtmartial when they signed 
the petition asking for the resignation of 
Captain Kempton. He evidently intends

Edward Winter Is President of the 
Company and Is a Good One, 


JM WILL WANTED THE EX-SEGRETARY 


So Did Mr. Pierpont Morgan and 
What They Want in Railroad 
Matters Goes. 


Ex-Secretary Dan Lament . passed 
through Atlanta early yestefday morning 
over the Southern railway, going to Chat- 
tanooga. He had been down in Florida for 
a week or two with his family. He was 
at Palm Beach about a week ago. 

‘The Constitution mentioned a few days 
ago that there was a report to the effect 
that Mr. Lamont was to be elected presi- 
dent of the Northern Pacific railroad. The 
confirmation of this story comes from New 
York, and says that the election will be 
announced within a week. J 

Mr. Winter is now president of the 
Northern Pacific. He is a thorough rail- 
road man, having come up from the bot- 
tom. He is regarded in the west as one of 
the best railroad men in the world. He 
will probably have charge of operations 
and traffic, and Mr. Lamont will attend to 
the financial end in New York. Mr. J. 
Pierpont Morgan is the financial heavy 
weight behind the Northern Pacific. 

The appointment of Mr. Lamont as head 
of this system is wnderstood to have been 
brought about largely by President James 
J. Hill, of the Great Northern, and it is 
but additional evidence of the close com- 
pact that is forming between the two great 
railroads. 

Tne alliance is now being perfected in 
London by J. P. Morgan, J, Hill and Dr. 
Siemons, of the Deutche bank, the last 
named being the largest individual holder 
of the bonds of the Northern Pacific. 

The Deutche bank was strongly in favor 
of a consolidation of the two railroads, but 
this was prohibited by the laws of the sev- 
eral states through which the systems 
pass, and when the matter was first sug- 
gested, a storm of opposition was stirred 
up in the northwest, which rendered it im- 
practicable. 

The course that is to be pursued, it is 
understood, is to form traffic alliances with 
uniform rates and economy of operations, 
which, in a measure, serve the same pur- 
pose as a consolidation.

Mr. Joe James Sues Four Companies for 
Eden Park Mills Insurance.

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THE COMPANIES MAKE DEFENSE 


Insurance Was Written Only Four 
Days Before the Fire. 


THE POLICIES HAD NOT BEEN SENT 


Four Separate Suits Brought in U. S. 
Court Yesterday—What the Com- 


pany Alleges. 


Four suits have been filed in the United 
States court by representatives of the 
Eden Park Cotton Mills Company, of 
Douglasville, for the recovery of $25,000 
insurance on 'the mills which were destroy- 
ed by fire one year ago from yesterday. 

The suits were filed by Colonel Joe S. 
James, secretary and treasury of the Eden 
Park cotton mill, Colonel George 8S. Bell 
and Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, attorneys, 
and are against the Essex Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company, the Great Western 
Lloyds, the New York Fire Insurance Com- 
pany and the United Lloyds. 

According to the allegations of the 
plaintiffs they took $6,250 worth of insur- 
ance with each of the defendant companies 
five days before the Eden Park Mills were 
burned. When the mills were burned the 
plaintif€ had not received the insurance 
certificates and the defendant companies 
claim that they are not liable for the insur- 
ance money on that account. 

The plaintiffs claim that on the 2d day 
of April, 1896, they entered intd a con- 
tract with Willconx & MoclImtyre, Atlanta 
agents for the United Lloyds, the New 
York Fire Insurance Company, the Essex 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company and the 
Great Western Lloyds, for $25,000 worth 
of insurance. Six thousand two hundred 
and fifty dollars was to be placed with 
each company. 

The plaintiffs allege that Willcox & Mc- 
Intyre had continuously solicted insurance 
from the plaintiffs and on Thursday before 
the Tuesday when the mills were burned 
said agents came into the office of plain- 
tiffs’ agent in Atlanta and gaid that they 
wanted to place the entire insurance of the 
mills in the companies which they repre- 
sent. Plaintiffs informed the g@ents that 
certain automatic sprinklerg’ were to be 
placed in the mills within three weeks and 
the agent replied that he would insure the 
mills from the woment of that conversa- 
tion, so the petition sets forth. 

Plaintiffs allege that the agent offered to 
let them have the insurance at 75 cents 
on the $100 if they would give his compa- 
ny and two other companies the entire in- 
surance of $60,000 or $75,000. Plaintiffs re- 
plied that they thought the companies 
could get the entire insurance, but in the 
meantime they wanted immediate insur- 
ance on the mills. 

Plaintiffs allege that the insurance agent 
replied: ‘‘We will insure you for $125 on 
the $1060 and this can, run you until you 
get your automatic sprinklers in.” 

Plaintiffs demanded that the insurance 
should begin right then and the agefit re- 

‘Well, you can consider yourself 

Plaintiffs inquired from what 

one and the agent replied from that mo- 
ment. 

The plaintiffs allege that the defendants’ 
agents delayed in sending the policies and 
had not sent them on April 7th, when. the 
entire mills were destroyed by fire. Plain- 
tiffs immediately gave defendants written 
notice of the burning and the insurance 
vompanies refused payment. 


The plaintiffs have now filed separate. 


suits against each of the four fire insur- 
ance companies to recover the $25,000 in- 
surance.

RETIRING BOARD. 
SEES COL. KELLOGG 


Army Officers Will Report on the Gallant 
Soldier’s Condition. 


THE SURGEONS MAKE REPORT 


The Board Will Recommend Colonel 
Kellogg’s Retirement. 


WILL RETIRE ON THREE-FOURTHS PAY 


Something of the Officers Who Com- 
pose the Retiring Board—Re- 
port Is Secret. 


The retiring board concluded its work at 
Fort McPherson yesterday and will make 
its report to the war department immedi- 
ately. 

Colonel Kellogg’s condition was such that: 
he was unable to appear in person before 
the board, but the medical examiners found 
that he was totally incapacitated for duty 
and the prospects are that he will never 
leave his bed, to which he has been con- 
fined for some time. Upon that showing 
there will be a decision made to the effect 
that he is a fit subject for retirement from 
the service and the war department will, 
in a short time, issuewn order retiring him 
and assigning his successor to duty as 
colonel commanding the Fifth regiment 
United States infantry. 

The work of the board was merely of a 
formal nature, as Colonel Kellogg’s case 
is considered hopeless, and there was no 
other recourse. His mental condition was 
such that he could not express his wishes 
in the matter, but he will be given the 
benefit of the military etiquette as if he 
had asked for permission to retire from ac- 
tive duty because of his physical infirmi- 
ties. 

The members of the board are Colonels 
Melville N. ‘Cochran, John 8S. Poland and 
Marcus P. Miller, the physicians being Drs. 
Calvin DeWitt and Blair D. Taylor. Lieu- 
tenant Kalk, of Fort McPherson, acted as 
recorder. 

Members of the Board. 

Colonel Cochran joined the United States 
army as a captain of infantry from Ohio, 
and was assigned to the Sixteenth regi- 
ment August 5, 1861; was accepted Septem- 


ber 1, 1 and transferred to the Second 
regiment 1 17, 1869. He was promoted 
to the rank major of the Twelfth regi- 
ment March 4, 1879, lieutenant colonel of 
the Fifth regiment May 31, 1883, and was 
raised to the rank of colonel of the Sixth 
regiment in July, 1890, being at present sta- 
tioned at Newport barracks, Kentucky. 

Colonel Poland is a West Pointer, enter- 
ing the academy July 1, 1856, was promoted 
to the rank of second lieutenant. of the 
Second regiment May 6, 1861, first lieutenant 
June 6, 1861. captain June 27, 1862, unassign- 
ed April 17, 1869,: assigned to the Sixth 
regiment July 14, 1869, raised to the rank 
of major of the Eighteenth regiment De- 
cember 15. 1880. lieutenant colonel Twenty- 
first regiment March 1, 188, and colonel, of 
the Seventeenth regiment August 1, 1891, 
and is now stationed at Columbus barracks. 

Colonel Miller is a West Point graduate 
and entered the academy September 1, 18h, | 
was brevetted second lieutenant of the 
Fourth artillery July 1, 1858, promoted to 
a second lieutenancy September 28, 1859, 
first lieutenant May 14, 1861, captain May 
11, 1864, major Fifth artillery September 11, 
1888, lieutenant colonel First artillery Oc- 
‘tober 10, 1894, brevetted colonel February 27, 
1890, and is now stationed at St. Augustine. 

Dr. Calvin DeWitt entered the army as 
a captain in the Forty-ninth Pennsylvania 
and resigned January 11, 1863, but was ac- 
cepted in the medical department January 
18, 1863, and has now risen to the rank of 
major surgeon in the regular army. 

Dr. Blair D. Taylor is a younger man 
and entered the medical department from 
Virginia June 26, 1875, and has now risen 
to the rank of major assistant surgeon in 
the army and is a very popular officer. 

The visiting officers were shown many 
courtesies by their comrades at Fort Mc- 
Pherson and met with a number of those 
whom they remembered as having been as- 
sociated, with in more trying times. Deep 
and profound regret was expressed on all 
sides that Colonel Kellogg should have 
fallen a victim to an affliction so serious as 
to necessitate his retirement when the fu- 
ture was so full of the promise of a long 
and useful career before increasing years 
should have demanded his permanent re- 
tirement with the rank of general.

Jackson, commercial agent 
of the Southern Railway Company, with 
headquarters at Atlanta, and is a son of 
the late Judge Howell E. Jackson, of the 
supreme court of the United States. . 

Mr. Jackson was nominated for fudge by 
the democrats of Hamilton county; and 
in the face of the republican majority in 
the county of more than 20,000 last fall, 
he was elected on Monday by a majority of 
nearly 7,000. He is but thirty years of age, 
and has been a resident of Cincinnati for 
the past eight years, during which time 
he has been first assistant general ccunsel 
on the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad. It 
is said that he inherits the remarkable 
judicial ability of his lamented father, and 
his promotion to the bench is exceedingly 
gratifying to the many friends of the fam- 
ily in Atlanta.

Although a marriage ceremony has not 
been proved, Judge Hulsey stated that the 
prima facie evidence was to the effect that 
the couple were married, and only through 
a divorce can the matter be properly set- 


tled. 
The Bride on the Stand. 

At yesterday’s session of court some of 
the most interesting testimony of the trial 
was given. 

Laura Perl Lemon was the first wit- 
ness examined. She told of the wonderful 
dream in which the Lord spoke with her. 
It was indeed a remarkable affair and the 
recital of it caused quite a deal of amuse- 
ment among the spectators in the little 
courtroom. 

“Why did you not marry Powell?’ was 
asked the witnese. 

“Because I found he would not make me 
@ good husband.” _ 

’ “How did.you find all this out?’ 

“Well, I fasted for two days and nights, 
and during this time I prayed to the Lord 
that he would show me whether or not 
Powell was the man to marry, and He 
showed me.” 

“You mean to say that you got a revela- 
tion from on high that he was not the 
man you wanted?”

“Well, then, when you wrote to Powell 
to get the license you. really meant to 
marry him?” 

‘Yes, sir.’’ 

“What do you do, Laura, when you 
seek a revelation?

Decrease in the World’s Visible Ex- 
pected, but Figures Showed Over 
Two Millions Increase. 


Chicago, April 7.—Wheat today had the 
mosf disastrous break it has suffered in 
many months, the May option declining 
from 69%c to 655%c, a clean drop of 3%c, 
while July was an almost equal sufferer. 
Liquidations, which were started by weak 
ables and a world’s visible increase, was 
very heavy all day, and at times took on 
the nature of a stampede. Corn and oats 
were naturally weaker, corn declining 1@ 
lM%e and oats 4%@%c. Provisions closed at 
declines ranging from 5 to 12%c. The weak- 
‘ness in wheat which prevailed on the curb 
yesterday was continued in an aggravated 
form today. Liverpool wes cabled 1d lower 
and Berlin \% mark lower.

had been the basis of their belief. Apart 
from the decline in the foreign markets 
the early news was not productive of unfa- 
vorable matter for bulls. Chicago receipts 
were 22 cars, and the quantity inspected out 
of store 112,000 bushels. Minneapolis and 
Duluth reported this morning’s arrival at 
263 cars, against 391 Wednesday of the 
week before and 314 the corresponding day 
of last year.

Prime on the Crops. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

Dwight, Ill., April 4, 1897.—What prom- 
ised to be at the date of my last letter 
very fine conditions for the opening of 
spring have been dispelled the present week 
by very heavy rains in the northwest and 
the central portion of the west, and we are 
practically today no further advanced with 
spring seeding than we were days ago. 

From the Dakotas to the Gulf of Mexico 
and west of the Missouri river there is to- 
day a great excess of moisture. Still, if the 
rains would cease—and the indications over 
the country today are for better weather—

- eventually a great blessing to us and be

of spring wheat, and 
ly be a great demand for it at harvest. 

So far as the winter wheat crop is con- 
cerned, we have had a very good week for 
improvements and for the development of 
the real damage to the crop which for.some 
time has been asserted. Tnis week has giv- 
en us plenty of warm sunshine, and, with 
the ground full of moisture, we ought to 
have had encouraging reports that the 
crops had not been damaged. My very lat- 
est reports make this showing. South of 
the Ohio river reports, as a whole, are good 
and encouraging, notably Texas, Oklahoma 
territory and the Indian territory, Wheat 
has made rapid growth in these areas the 
last ten days. Kansas makes a show 
also. The conditions in Missouri are only 
fair, and the reports are generally poor 
for the northeastern part of the state. The 
reports from Illinois this week fully confirm 
all that has beem said with reference to the 
bad condition of the crop in that state. 
From Indiana.a very spotted crop is look- 
ed for and, necessarily, a very uneven crop. 
In some fields the wheat will look very 
well, while in adjoining fields the wheat 
looks very bad. 

It is hard to understand why there t!s 
euch a great difference in fields separated 
by a fence, unless it is that wheat Is seeded 
at different times and different seeds used, 
as the soil In each field is just the same. 
Taking an average of the state over, I 
think the damage would range from 25 to 
$0 per cent. 

The millers report that the country was 
never as bare of wheat as it Is at present, 
end wheat at home is so scarce that it 
commands a premium Of 18 cents to 20 cents 
above the price of cash wheat in Chicago. 

I looked forwore for a great week for seed- 
ing the oats crop, but have been disappoint- 
eda. Fields have not dried out and In the 
majority of cases it is almost utterly {mpos- 
sible for farmers to get into their fields to 
do any work at the present time. 

The season so far may be summed up as 
a late one, but with no further setbacks, not 
so far advanced but that we can overcome, 
with good weather, all of the obstacles we 
have so far had to contend with during 
the seeding season of 1897. 


Paine, Murphy & Co.’s Grain Letter. 
Atlanta, April 7.—Today has witnessed 
the most demoralized feeling in wheat that 
traders have experienced in a very long 
time. Liquidation has had complete con- 
trol of the market and through the efforts 
of holders to run from their contracts the 
price has suffered a decline of nearly 4c 
per bushel from’ Monday’s closing. The 
rather light trade and the steady liquida- 
tion down to 70c led the average speculator 
to believe that most ot long wheat had 
been eliminated, but the break today has 
completely upset their calculations, and 
purchases that were made around the 
opening for long account later came ¢n 
the market again. The demand seemed to 
come principally from shorts, but it was 
not necessary for bears to make bids in 
order to buy wheat, as the avalanche of 
offerings made it an easy matter to make 
purchases. Yesterday there was little do- 
ing in the American markets, owing (to 
holidays, but the feeling manifested was 
weak in sympatny with the decline in 
Liverpool. The market was again heavy 
today, showing a decline of 1%a for futures 
and %d for spots. Berlin was also off 
about 1%c per bushel. Clearances for two 
days were only 432,000 bushels, while re- 
ceipts were large. Cash sales in this mar- 
ket are reported at about 200,000, somewhat 
better than they have been running for the 
past few days, but not especially large, 
eyneidering the sevcre break. Thomun’'s 
summary of the crop situation was bear- 
ish. May wheat was now shown a decline 
of about 20c from the highest recorded 
some time previous and a break of G%§c 
from the highest Saturday. We are in- 
clined to think that the market is around 
the bottom for a turn.

Payne. 

Mr. Dupont will have entire supervision 
of the combined exhibits .of the natural 
and industrial resources of the State at 
the great exposition, and all who Know 
him will agree that the position could not 
have’ been conferred upon any man who 
would have entered more heartily into the 
work. 

Dr. George F. Payne, state chemist, has 
just returned from Nashville and reports 
that the work of getting the exhibit in 
position is progressing nicely. The fruits 
are all packed and ready to ship at any 
time, and Dr. Payne has now to get his 
pyramids and other furniture for dis- 
playing the exhibit properly in shape, and 
this will be done in ample time.

ATHENS COTTON EXCHANGE HAS 
NOT PAID THE SPECIAL TAX. 


Only Two Firms That Deal in Cotton 
Futures in the State Reported 
Among Special Licenses. 


The Athens Cotton Exchange, T. B. 
Hayne manager, has refused to pay the 
special Mcense tax imposed by the state 
on dealers in cotton futures. 
fixed at £1,¢¢ and is payable on April Ist 
of each yea 

When the < collector of Clarke coun- 
ty made a demand on Hayne he declined to 
pay the tax and executions were issued 
against the Athens cotton exchange and 
all the effects of the concern were levied 
on by the cheriff’s officers. 

The result of the hearing will be watched 
for with much interest, as Mr. Hayne has 
set up a plea of illegality in regard to the 
levying of the.tax, which was passed sev- 
eral years ago. 

So far only two firms in Georgfa have 
made any return of the special tax on cot- 
ton futures. Talbott & Palmer, of Macon, 
have paid the tax of $1,000 as required by 
law, and the only other firm doing such 
a business, as reported in the returns that 
have been received by the comptroller gen- 
eral, is that of Paine, Murphy & Co., of At- 
lanta. 

There were a number of firms engaged in 
the business before the passage of the 
law, but the tax was so heavy that most 
of them went out of it, as the heavy fees 
required rendered the law almost pro- 
hibitory in this state.

Came Here on a Freight Train To Tes- 
tify in a Case, 


WAS ONLY STEALING A RIDE 


Climbed Between Cars When Near At- 
lanta and Was Crushed to 
Death. 


{ 


Robert Harwell died at the Grady hos- 
pital yesterday as a result of the injuries 
he received by being run over by a freight 
train on the Western and Atlantic railroad 
night before last. 

Harwell was a young man about twenty- 
two years old. His home was at Carters- 
ville, and he was on his way to Atlanta 
‘from that place when the accident oc- 
curred that cost him his life. 

He was coming down to Atlanta on a 
freight train which he had boarded at Al- 
latoona, in company with a friend of his 
named Will Keys. He traveled safely 
enough until the train reached the junction 
of the Seaboard Air-Line and the Western 
and Atlantic, near Bolton, nine miles from 
Atlanta. At that place the train stopped 
to shift a car on to a sidetrack. Whlle the 
train was standing Harwell stepped off 
to the ground. He started to cross the 
train by climbing over the bumpers. He 
had just climbed to the bumpers when the 
train moved and he was jerked off be- 
tween the cars. He fell to the tracks and 
the wheels of the cars passed directly over 
his left leg and arm, crushing the flesh 
and bone to a pulp. 

The engineer heard the shouts of the in- 
jured man and stopped the train, but it 
was too late. The crew of the train re- 
moved Harwell from the tracks and sent 
for a, physician. 

They left him there in charge of some 
men who placed him on board the next 
train to Atlanta which, passed about an 
hour later. Harwell was brought in by the 
train which reached here about 1 o'clock 
yesterda. The surgeon at the hospital de- 
cided that Harwell was too weak to stand 
an amputation of the injured and crushed 
limbs, and no operation was performed. 

The young man lingered until a little 
later than 1 o'’clock when he died just 
before the surgeons started to cut off his 
leg and arm. 

An inquest was held at 6 o'clock, = at 
Swift's undertaking establishment. The 
verdict of the coroner's jury was that the 
deceased was beating his way on the train 
and was killed by his own carelessness. 
The railroad men were completely exoner- 
ated. 

Will Keys, the young man who was with 
Harwell, said that he and Harwell 
got on the train at Allatoona and rode 
down to Marietta, where he got off and 
left Harwell on the train. He said that 
they were coming to Atlanta to testify be- 
fore the United States grand jury in the 
case of A. J. Wills and John Jenkins 
charged with gonspiracy. The case was in- 
vestigated yesterday by the gfand jury, 
and HapwWell was the most important wit- 
ness. Keys is the man who whipped Wills 
and Jenkins in the government building 


some time ago when it is alleged that they. 


assaulted him with the intent of intimidat- 
ing him, he being a witness against some 
friends of the two men in a moonshine 
case. Harwell was a principal witness 
in the fight and what led up to it. True 
bills were found against Wills and Jen- 
kins yesterday on the évidence given by 
Harwell at the preliminary hearing of the 
case some time ago. Harwell was dying 
at the hospital while his evidence against 
the two defendants was being read in the 
grand jury room. ' 

Harwell was a mechanic and carpenter. 
He lived in Cartersville near Evangelist 
Sam Jones, who, it is said, thought a greatt 
deal of him. The deceased was 
very Well thought of at his home,
